Storm water project 
stalled until next spring

Mother Nature has put the 
brakes on a project to retrofit 
Grayling’s storm water system. 

Half of the second-phase for 
the project to upgrade the city’s 
storm water sewers was put on 
hold until next spring. 

Porath Contractors, Inc. of 
Houghton Lake installed two 
vortechnic units, cement struc- 
tures which filter trash, pollu- 
tanis and sediments from the 
storm water before it flows into 
the AuSable River, earlier this 
month. The units were installed 
off of Burton Court, and the 
other is located in the Grayling 
City Park. . 

Contractors in conjunction 
with city engineers and 
Grayling’s Department of Public 
Works officials opted to delay 
placing two additional units by 
Ray’s Canoeing & The Fly 
Factory and off of Maple Street

until next spring. 

“They got to the point of year 
where they just don’t want to 
tear up) the roads too much,” 
said Brad Jensen, the executive 
director of Huron Pines 
Resource and Conservation 
District, which is administering 
the project for the city. “Iv’s hard 
to get asphalt at a certain point 
because they stop making it on 
us.” 

The City of Grayling received 
a $758,000 grant through the 
state’s Clean Michigan Initiative 
program, which is administered 


by the Michigan Department of 


Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
to retrofit the storm water sys- 
tem. The city has matched the 
project, with $127,000, and 
dozens of conservation and 
angling groups have also donat- 
ed funds for the tnitiative. 

The purpose of the project is 
to reduce 80 percent of the storm 
water runoff entering — the 
AuSable River from paved sur- 
faces in. the city, Storm water 
runoff, carrying oils and grease, 
sediment, trash, pesticides and 
other hazardous matertals, is one 
of the primary sources of pollu- 
tion in the watershed, 


The Michigan Department of 
Transportation agreed to pay 
$90,000 to install the two 
vortechnic units focated off the 
I-75 Business Loop to treat 
storm water runoff from the 
state trunk line. 

Jensen said that two vortech- 
nic units that have been installed 
will address storm water runoff 
from 15 acres in the downtown 
area. 

“This is going to be a signifi- 
cant improvement for the health 
of the river because that is some 
of the nastier, more polluted 
storm water,” Jensen said,

| Time*for’ manufacturing policy, not just a meeting 


Recently, the heads of the “Big 


Three” — General Motors, Ford, 
and Chrysler - went to 
Washington to meet with 


President Bush. The meeting, 
which had been repeatedly put 
off by the Administration, finally 
gave the automakers the chance 
to share their concerns about a 
wide range of manufacturing 
issues with the President. 

Although it is a positive step 
that the Administration had a 
meeting about manufacturing, it 
is long past time for it to have a 
plan to promote manufacturing 
in America. Since 2001, we 
have lost 2.9 million manufactur- 
ing jobs. We have long needed 
to take bold action to revitalize 
our domestic manufacturing 
industry, but that has not hap- 
pened during President Bush’s 
Administration, Today, millions 
more manufacturing jobs hang in 
the balance. 

The Administration needs to 
recognize that our auto compa- 
nies are not competing against 
foreign companies; they are up 
against foreign countries. Our 
automakers can compete with 
anyone in the world if they have 
a level playing field, but they cur- 
rently do not have one. Our 
government must fight to level 
that field. 

At the top of a new manufac- 


turing agenda must be combating.

“unfair piney manipulation by 


other countries. Japan, for 
example, has followed an aggres- 
sive policy that keeps the value 
of its yen artificially weak. The 
result is that Japanese cars can be 
sold for between $3,000 and 
$10,000 cheaper per car than 
they otherwise would. The flip 
side is that American exports to 
Japan face the equivalent of a 
“tax” of between $3,000 and 
$10,000 per car. Surely that is 
unfair to US. automakers. 

At their meeting, the leaders of 
the Big Three asked the President 


to attack currency manipulation, 


but the President apparently 
declined. 

A manufacturing agenda 
should also address the skyrock- 
eting trade deficits we have with 
many of our trading partners. 
For example, we had a $202 bil- 
lion trade deficit with China last 
year. That is in part. because 
China won’t let us sell goods 
there that were made in the U.S. 
even though it is able to sell its 
products here. We need to force 
open export markets. that are cur- 
rently blocked by trade barriers 
and insist that any new trade 


“agreements ~ such as the U.S, 


Korea Free Trade Agreement — 
allow U.S. auto and auto parts 
manufacturers to bring their 
products into an open and fair 
market.

We also need to ievel the play- 
ing field for domestic manufac- 
turers by reducing catastrophic 
health care costs to businesses, 
protecting intellectual property 
rights against counterfeiting, and 
making trading Ee play by 
the rules. 


Finally, we need to provide — 


significant incentives for the 
development of advanced auto- 
motive technologies and an infra- 
structure for alternative fuels. 
We need this generation’s equiv- 
alent of the Apollo program that 
put a man on the moon: a com- 
prehensive initiative to produce a 
large number. of vehicles that are 
capable of operating on alterna- 
tive fuels such as ethanol and 
hydrogen, and to create, in the 
long-term, the leap-ahead. tech- 
nologies that will boost our auto 
industry and help end our depen- 
dence on imported oil. The 
President also needs to take on 
the oil companies to encourage 
or require them to sell ethanol at 
their gas stations; the automakers 
told the President at their meet- 
ing that they could make half of 
their vehicles run on flex-fuels 
by 2012 if they were certain that 
alternative fuels would be avail- 
able to consumers at the pump. 
This Apollo-sized effort would 
have many benefits, It would be 
good for the economy by revital- 
izing manufacturing in America 


ahd steminita the loss of manu- 
facturing jobs. It would increase 
our security by reducing our 
dependence on a highly unstable, 


dangerous region of the world for 


our energy supplies. And it 
would help the environment by 
reducing the emissions that are 
causing climate change. 

The Bush Administration has 
finally taken a tiny step in the 
right direction by meeting with 
the automakers and hearing their 
legitimate concerns. It is cer- 
tainly a welcome change from 
the President’s offensive rhetoric 
earlier in the year that Detroit 
needed to make “a product that is 
relevant.” Auto manufacturers, 
like all manufacturers, have a 
responsibility to make products 
that respond to the market. But 
our government has a responsi- 
bility to fight for a level playing 
field for our manufacturers and 
to understand the unfair and dis- 


-criminatory barriers faced by our 


companies. 

We need a government that 
will fight as hard for our manu- 
facturing industries and jobs as 
other governments are fighting 
for theirs.

Lithotripsy uses shock waves 
to break up stones in the kidney, 
bladder, or urinary tract.

Throughout the procedure, 
Stirling said he views what ts 
happening to the stones through 
X-ray or ultrasound monitoring. 

Patients can avoid having 
stones removed surgically, which 
reduces their discomfort, compli- 
cations, hospital stay, costs and 
recovery time.

serving Crawford County. 

County officials opted to make 
the switch in ambulance service 
providers because they did not 
want to subsidize a business. or 
pay for ambulance services for 
residents from others counties. 

Holtcamp hopes to have the 
county board adopt the ordi- 
nance so that the ambulance 
company can recoup all potential 
fees from transfers rather than 
requesting a subsidy. 

“It’s not fair to: have one 
mbulance service respond to a 
911 call, then have another serv- 
ice transfer the patient to another 
hospital, which is where they 
Feceive the big bucks,” he said. 
‘MMR is losing a substantial 
amount of money by not having 
hose hospital transfers and it’s 
gurting them.” 

‘: The proposed ordinance has 


not received a glowing review - 


from Mercy Hospital Grayling 
officials. 

- Pattie Walker, director for 
emergency services for Mercy 
Hospital Grayling, said the hos- 
pital utilizes the Denton 
Township Ambulance — in 
Roscommon County, MMR, 
North Flight and the Tri- 
Township Ambulance Service 
based in Atlanta in 
Montmorency County for patient 
transfers. 

« Walker said the hospital has to

Dr. Allan Berstead, the med- 
ical director for the North 
Central Medical Control Board, 
which establishes emergency 
protocols for ambulance person- 
nel, said the hospital needs as 
many ambulance services avail- 
able as possible. 

“Right now even with all the 
different players that are avail- 
able, there are times we can’t 
get people out quickly and if you 
pass this ordinance, you’re only 
going to enhance that problem,” 
Berstead told Crawford County 
Commissioners at a recent meet- 
ing. 

The ordinance calls for the 
establishment of an advisory 
board, which would oversee the 
operations of the ambulance 
contractor. 

The ordinance also calls for 
the creation of mandatory 
response time standards for vari- 
ous areas in the county. 

The Crawfotd County Board 
of Commissioners delayed con- 
sideration of the ordinance at its 
regular November meeting. 
Dave Sabin, the assistant county 
prosecutor, was directed to 
develop the enforcement lan- 
guage that would be contained in 
ia ordinance regulating ambu- 
lance response times. 

Dave Stephenson, the chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, said 
that county officials would also 
be gathering information from

and DDA expansion, Thayer said 
tapping the city’s water fund, 
sewer fund, major streets fund, 
income tax fund and general 
funds would help fund the proj- 
ect. 

A special assessment, which 
would be charged to business 
owners based on the property 
owned along Michigan Avenue, 
would bring in $224,000 to help 
pay for the downtown beautifica- 
tion plans. 

The property owners will be 
allowed to pay the special 
assessment tax in one lump sum, 
or may pay the funds to the city 
over an 11-year period, Thayer 
said. 

Eliminating the need to issue 
bonds to pay for the millage will 
save the city $1 million in 
financing costs. 

-Thayer said city and DDA 
officials may consider trying for 
a: millage in the future to help 
promote the downtown business 
district. 

“They are going to have to 
have a number of innovative 
ideas to help promote the down- 
town, and we are going to have 
money to do that,” Thayer said. 

-Design and landscaping plans 
for the downtown area have also 
been revamped. A planned water 
fountain, which cost $70,000, 
was axed from the project. Two 
brick paved islands, whigh 
would have extended into 
Michigan Avenue, have been 
eliminated, restoring 15 parking 
spaces. 

"The landscaping plan calls for 
the purchase of [9 trees instead 
of 31 trees that were included in 
the project. And the sidewalks 
will be expanded out into the 
streets by 12 feet, creating space 
for pedestrian traffic, areas for 
sidewalk cafes and sidewalk 
saJes and areas for landscaping, 


benches and decorative street 
lights. 

“We really want to encourage 
pedestrian traffic and make it 


more convenient for people to — 


get around to help our downtown 
merchants,” Thayer said. 
Between 60 and 80 percent of 


the downtown property owners , 


have verbally agreed to move 
forward for the special assess- 
ment for the project. 

“We are very encouraged by 
the response to the new plan,” 
Ingvarrson said. 

Cheryl Millikin, co-owner of 
the Grayling Restaurant, said she 
believes the downtown facelift 
wil keep ‘momentum of 
upgrades made on M-72 West, 
the I-75 Business Loop and the 
project currently being complet- 
ed in the Grayling City Park. 

“] just think that this will help 
tie all those things in and when 
they are all done, it will create a 
more inviting atmosphere for our 
citizens as well as visitors, but 
there is a lot of work to be done,” 
Millikin said. 

Ann Stephenson, the owner of 
Riverland Gear, said she is 
encouraged to see plans moving 
forward. 

“We have to take that step and 
get it done,” she said. 

If the DDA gathers enough 
support from property owners, 
the city council will hold a pub- 
tic hearing to determine the 
necessity for ¢the downtown 
improvements. The  ¢ouncil 
would then order the preparation 
of tax rolls for the spectal assess- 
ment for the project. A second 
public hearing would then have 
to be held to allow business own- 
ers to give their input on the spe- 
cial assessments being charged 
to cach property owner.
